our physical. and intelectual organism... 


He tells how this can be avoided, and 
how foolish we are to poison Our sys- 
tem, by our total disregard of hygienic 
food. He ascribes all the ills we suf- 
fe. from to the abuse of alcohol, inr 
sufficiently cooked meats, highly sea- 
soned condiments, birds and cheese in 
an. “advanced” state, that we, cannot 
digest. 

Acording to him we become old be- 
fore owr.time, but if our body and our 
mind. were properly fed we should live 
long 4 Mf happily! We should die from 
no orgéani¢e disease, but. naturally and 
eontentedly. It is a book full of respect 
for those wk do not think as he does, 
and of pity #ér the human race, .and if 
we do not agree with all he says it Is 
nevertheless a work that should be 
read. From some points of view there 
is much to be discussed, and it must be 
remembered that it is a book written 
by a man of science and not by a man 
of faith. t ' 

If- women would only bear in mind 
that they may need the world’s good 
word themselves: some day, they would 
be more careful in what they say, and 
how they say it. Charity is of thought 
as well as deed. It is not restricted to 
the feeding of the hungry, and_ the 
clothing of the poor. It is,as mutch 
needed among the rich as among any 
other class.

Private advices from Philadelphia 
where the great textile strike was inau- 
gurated 10 weeks ago, indicate that the 
backbone of that strike is practically 
broken, Last Saturday afternoon 20,000 
of the help through their excutive 
board gave out that they intended to 
start work on Monday morning, leaving 
it is estimated about 60,000 from whom 
nothing has so far been heard, It will 
be remembered _ that e operatives 
asked for a reduction of! from 60 to 55 
hours per week, and in some cases an 
advance of 10 per cent. The manufact- 
urers did not seem to.feel that they 
vhence the 
strike.’ Those who have decided to re- 
turn are connected with the broad and 
narrow loom work, . 

Firth and Foster, dyers and finishers, 
who are well and favorably known in 
this city by reason of their dyeing and 
finishing for quite a number of firms 
believe that they will start with al- 
most a\full complement this morning, 
being hencéforth able to take up their 
old trade in the old-time quantities, As 
was stated in the Telegram 10 weeks 
ago the outcome of this strike was 
watched with much:anxiety by many 
here, as elsewhere, not only in the mills 
but also in the’ finishing houses.

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THE ARMY ENGINERR IN THE 
‘s ‘. (PHILIPPINES. 3 
A finely macadamized road, about 


thirty-six miles *long, has ‘been buiit 
from Calamba to Batangas in the pro- 
vinees of Laguna and Batangas and 
another, about twenty miles long in 
the province of Albay. Extensive road 
and bridge construction has been car- 
ried on in the provinces of Pangasin- 
an, Bataan, Nueva Ecija,. Pampanga, 
and South Camarines—in fact there 
are few prévinces in Luzon where val- 
uable work has not been done on the 
roads and lines of cummunication. In 
all, something like nine hundred miles 
of road have been built or improved 
in Luzon. In many cases this required: 
the construction of extensive cause- 
ways through rice marshes. 

For the purpose of housing troops 
in permanent garrisons, sites for the 
new: military stations have been. sur- 
veyed and mapped, arrangement: of 
buildings designed and water and 
sewerage systems investigated and 
planned. A careful examination of the 
islands of the archipelago for coal has 
been made. A wharf has been built 
at Zamboanga, and others are being 
built’ ‘by the engineers at several dif- 
ferent ports, Plans and estimates for 
the deepening of ‘several river-mouths 
have been made, and. the port’ of 
Manila is now being extensively im- 
proved under the supervision of army 
engineers. 

The civil engineering work in the city 
of Manila, a city of over 300,000 people, 
has been largely designed and execut- 
ed under army engineers, including the 
building of new public markets of steel 
a new steel bridge over the Pasig 
River, a public crematory, and model 
tenements. ' 

The work of the engineers in the 
Philippines is just commencing, and 
many excellent opportunities are ai- 
ready beginning to show themselves. 
Railroads and street trainways. must 
he built, coal and other minerals mined 
Manila must have a new water supply 
‘and.a sewerage system;..other towns 
must have the same, and the con- 
struction of roads and bridges. must be 
continued, : 

As soon as»the future control of the 
islands becomes. more settled, and the 
permanency and wisdom of the pre- 
sent government is sufficiently assured 
to warrant investment of capital and 
the extensive introduction of moderr 
machinery to develop the ‘industrial 
and mineral resources of the islands, 
an attractive and profitable field will 
be opened for members of the engi-

Attempts to regulate the “street car 


hog” by city ordinances have usually 
failed. Being impervious to the or- 
dinary appeals. of decency and good 


manners, it follows thathe is not east- 
ly: reached by municipal enactmeuts, 
City councils have tried to make him 
clean his feet before stepping into a 
car ta refrain from expectoration and 
profanity, and to observe various other 
decencies that are foreign’to his por- 
cine nature, 

And now Toledo is after a new one— 
the “seat-end hog.’’ An ordinance has 
been introduced in the city council of 
that city which provides that a person 
Who takes a seat on a street car where 
the seats run crosswise shall, when 
another person enters, “move over and 
keep moving as passengers enter until 
the seat is filled.” The penalty. for re- 
fusing to “move over” is fixed at from 
$5 to $25. fine, 

The Grdinance if enforced would no 
doubt facilitate the loading of a>street 
car, But it must not be forgotten that 
people who get on to a Street car are 
not bags of flour or carcasses of mut- 
ton. They are not greatly interested 
in the freight-carrying capacity of the 
car, Moreover, the question arises, is 
the passenger who refuses to ~ ‘move 
Over” a “street car hog?" If he gets 
to a seat first, isn't he entitled to choice 
of position? Suppose he is on the 
“shady. side" a 
“over —-inty me anand allow a tardy 
reer to sit in the seat he has select- 
ed? 

It will be seen’ that serious ques- 
tions of priority and ethies enter into 
the consideration of the proposed ordi- 
nance. It may be that the person who 
prefers to sit in the end of the seat has 
a “squatter's right’? to it through pri- 
vrity of occupation. It may be that 
he isn't a “hog” after all. In any event 
we can see whole carloads of trouble 
headed for Toledo if an attempt ts 
made to enforce such an ordinance, 
Chicago Record Herald.
